COL. HANBERY FOUND 



And a Wild Hog Captured In 
Wilds of Trigg. 



Cadiz, Ky., Sept. 26.— W- M. 
Puckett, living about seven miles 

tbwest of here, captured a wild 
hog in his cornfield a few days ago. 
For a month or more something had 
been eating and tearing down his 
cord. A neighbor suggested that it 
was a wild'hog, and for him to go to 
the thickest briar patch in the field 
and he would find him burrowed 
down in the ground. Mr. Puckett 
found this large hog in its bed, 
which it had rooted out some two or 
three feet deep in the ground.

To the Voters of 

Christian County: 

Judge Prowse in a lengthy letter 
tries to justify his conduct in remov- 
ing me from the office of sheriff of 
Christian county to which you had 
elected me for a term of four years, 
and in justification of myself and 
those who so generously elected me, 
I wish to answer same as far as it 
may seem necessary. 

First, I will say that the court of 
appeals has never reviewed this case 
upon its merits, although four 
judges construed the law to mean 
that Judge Prowse had the legal 
power after the first day of March, 
either to remove me or to let me 
make my bonds and continue in of 
fice. Yet Prowse by quoting a small 
portion of this opinion tries to make 
the public Relieve that the court of 
appeals held that the statute re- 
moved me from office, while he knew 
good and well that the court of ap- 
peals did not hold in that opinion 
that anything removed me from of- 
fice but his order made on March 11. 
If the statute had removed me from 
office on March 1st, 1908, there 
would have been no need of hi3 re- 
moving me on March 11th, 1908. 

As a matter of information for 
the voters I will state that in the 
month of December, 1905, I execut- 
ed all three of my bonds, namely, an 
official bond, a revenue bond and a 
bond for the county levy with the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
( bmpany as my surety. These bonds 
under the law were good for all 
four years of my term. On Jan, 1st, 

1907, I executed three similar bonds 
or renewed all of them with the 
same surety. The Revenue Act of 
1906, which had become a law, re- 
quired my revenue bond to be exe- 
cuted by March 1st, and also re 
quired a quietus from the fiscal 
court. However, I was not ordered 
to settle in 1907 for the 1906 county 
taxes, until Oct., 1907. Judge 
Breathitt rightly construed the law 
and let me make my bonds without 
a quietus from the fiscal court. In 
Oct., 1907, I was ordered to settle 
up to Jan. 1st, 1908, for all county 
taxes received and paid out up to 
that date. In January I was asked 
by the county attorney not to pre- 
pare my settlement until the rail- 
road taxes were paid which was not 
done until about the 17th of Februa- 
ry. The fiscal court met on the 18th 
of February, 1909, and I told Judge 
Prowse that day that I was ready to 
settle and wanted a quietus so that 
I could make my bonds, and he 
promised to call the fiscal court's at- 
tention to it. This he denies but I 
am corroborated in my statement 
by two other gentlemen who were 
present in his office. 

Later and about the 27th of Feb., 

1908, I again went into his office, and 
said to him in substance, that I had 
to make my bonds by the first of 
March, and wanted a settlement 
with the fiscal court and asked him 
if the court had one anything about 
my settlement. He told me that 
Frank Rives had been appointed by 
the court to make the settlement. I 
told him that Frank Rives was in 
Frankfort, and I further asked him 
if he would let me make my bonds 
without a quietus and he told me 
that he could not let me make my 
bonds without a quietus, but if he 
failed to get the court together in 
time to give me a settlement and 
quietus by the first of March, that 
he would let me make my bonds 
when I did get a settlement and qui- 
etus. This is not only proven by 
three gentlemen who were present 
at the time and as is shown by the 
records of the court, but partly by 
Judge Prowse himself who declared 
on the 27th of March, after he had 
entered the order removing me, that 
no sheriff would ever renew his 
bonds, while he was county judge, 
without a quietus from the fiscal 
court. 

Judge Prowse denies that this con- 
versation, or any other like it, ever 
occurred, although mj statements 

men whose evidence is on record and 
who have no reason whatever to mis- 
state the facts and whose evidence 
stands unimpeached and unimpeach- 
able, and on this state of facts, I 
leave it to the public to decide as to 
which of ua is correct about what 
occurred. 

Judge Prowse further says that 
questions of vital importance to th< 
tax payers of this county had mor< 
to do with the removal of me Iron 



removed all my bonds were in 
full force and effect, and were per- 
fectly solvent, and there could be no 
possible chance of the tax-payers 
losing one cent by my remaining in 
office. He removed me and appoint- 
ed Renshaw and accepted the same 
surety that was on my bond. 

He also states that he did not re- 
move me until he learned that the

I can further state that I 
am the only sheriff of Christian coun- 
ty in more than ten years who can 
say as much. 

I will further say that some of my 
enemies have tried to slander me by 
pointing to the fnct that I am a mem- 
ber of the Tobacco Association and 
for that reason they try to make 
some overly suspicious, but honest 
people, believe that I am not in fa- 
vor of law and order but that I am 
In favor of night riding.

Clarksville, Term., Sept. 27.— All 
but one of the defense's witnesses 
have been examined in the Gardner- 
Hunt trial, and it now seems almost 
certain that the long drawn-out trial 
will come to an end the latter part 
of this week. The defense has con- 
sumed eight days in hearing its evi- 
dence and the State four. The de- 
fense will oceupy a part or all of the 
morning session Monday, and the 
State will probably fill at least one 
day in rebuttal testimony.
